Stolypin’s Message to Czar. 


M. Stolypin was»removed «to the Ma- 
késky Surgi¢al Sanitarium, to which sev- 
eral. eminent fairgeons were immediately 
summoned. A.dispatch was: sent to Dr.

Coming within a few days of the refusal 
of the Interborough to consider. the third- 
tracking and extension proposals of the 
commission, this order was taken yester- 
day es a counter-move, Thé Com mission- 
ers feel that as there is no prospect of 
any extension of the present facilities of 
the Interborough to accommodate its ele- 
vated line clients, it was.clearly,the duty 
of the commission to see that the-present 
plant ig:msed tg its fullest capacity. 

The sting of the eight-car requirement 
lies in the considerable expense to which 
it may put the Interborough. At present 
the commission is satisfied with the num- 
ber of trains run on the elevated and be- 
lieves that they 2zould not be increased 
with safety. But they are made up of 
only seven cars on the Second, Third, and 
Sixth Avenue locals and on the expresses, 
and of six cars on the Ninth Avenue 
locals. 

There will probably be some extra 

equipment. to be bought to provide the 
extra cars, but still more expensive will 
be.the alterations that may be necessary 
in the elevated structure. Many platforms 
will have to be lengthened, crossovers 
may have to be changed, and the. question 
of the sufficiency of the stairways now 
in existence will come up.

It is 8o probable as to be well- 
nigh certain that any State-made rate 
which compelled a lowering of lawful 
inter-State rates as in this Minnesota 
case, would be found to be confisca- 
tory, and therefore unlawful, quite 
apart from any considerations of in- 
ter-State traffic, Judge SANBORN’S de- 
cision that the Minnesota rates were 
confiscatory would have made an end 
of the statute and of the Commission’s 
orders had he stopped there, and said 
nothing about the interference with 
Federal prerogative.. Possibly the Su- 
preme Court may declare that, having 
affirmed Judge SANBORN’s decree on 
the ground that the rates were confis- 
catory and in violation of law, it is 
not necessary to inquire as to their ef- 
fect upon inter-State traffic.. The ap- 
pearance before the court of the Gov- 
ernors with their argument as to State 
rights, however, will make such an 
avoidande ‘of the issue less likely. 

Tf any right of the States is endan- 
gered by Judge Sansonmn’s decision, of 
course, the matter ought. to be deter- 
mined. From the discussion in the 
Conference of Governors it is pretty 
evident that some, at least, who- par- 
ticlpated in the debate were actuated 
by that foolish and--unfounded resent- 
ment that has been aroused by recent 
decisions ‘of Federal courts setting, 
aside radical, rash, and vicious State 
laws. A good many “ progressives” 
are utterly unable to get into their 
heads the idea that a legislative enact- 
ment is not a law unless it conforms to 
the Federal Constitution. . Men of that 
type would be best pleased if the Fed- 
eral courts were required to keep their 
hands off, letting radical Legislatures 
work their savage will on the corpora- 
tions, Certainly there is not the slight- 
est warrant for such loose talk as that 
of Gov. Hapumy of Missouri, when he 
said that if Judgé SanBorn were sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court, the 
States would be powerless, and that 
the railroads would be, enabled to levy 
tribute upon the-people “limited only 
by their own necessities or desire for 
gain.” Nobody has proposed to take 
away from the States the right to pre- 
vent the levying of extortionate traffic 
rates. It is only when Legislatures 
have practiced extortion upon the rail- 
roads, and have sought to confiscate 
their property, that ‘the Federal courts 
have intervened. In such cases the 
Constitution requires that they should 
intervene. 

The uprising of the Governors in de- 
fense of State rights might with wis- 
dom and propriety have been directed 
into a more promising channel. But it 
is not a bad thing at all that the sub-

Agriculture, he will seek to have this 
difficulty removed.. The men who are 
responsible for the niggardly policy 
pursued by the department must be 
removed, too, if it is to be — 
ly reversed. 

The case of ‘Mr. WICKERSHAM, who 
recommended. “ condign punishment,” 
must occasion in the President’s mind 
not a little uneasiness as to the upshot 
of the Congressional investigation. His 
Attorney General is not blameless. Mr. 
WICKERSHAM should have been capable 
of ascertaining whether the facts 
placed before him were adequate. be- 
fore volunteering his severe counsel.

LONDON’S PRIZE RING PROBLEM. 

The shame that many New Yorkers 
feel. over the revival of prizefighting 
in Manhattan Borough may not be re- 
lieved by the knowledge that London, 
too,. has a similar problem to meet. 
The County -Council has practically, 
forbidden the advertised encounter be- 
tween our own distinguished fellow 
citizen of African descent, Mr. Jonn- 
son, and Mr. BomBaRpigR WELLS, but/ 
preparations are going on in the vast 
inclosure of Harl’s Court, 16,000 seats: 
have already been sold, and the prop- 
priétor of the place has asserted his 
intention to go on with the fight in 
‘Spite of the prohibition.

Bocrorr, marching down the aisle of 
the brilliantly lighted: opera house to- 
ward the victim whom jhe intends to 
give no chance for self-defense,.seems 
@ somewhat heroic figure. Escape 
after the murder is practically impos- 
sible. His own doom is sealed even if 
his pistol misses fire. But he has fio 
alternative. If he failed to carry out 
his orders he would be poisoned or 
stabbed in the back by his cowardly 
associates. It is-better to die-like a 
theatrical hero, in the limelight, to be 
remembered as a patriot, than to die 


‘like a rat in a cellar. 


The world which sympathizes with 
the oppressed in. Russia, which: feels, 
48 80 many high-minded Russians feel, 
that Sro.ypin has, indeed, been a reac- 
tionary, defying the will of the Duma, 
does not sympathize with the people 
who try to gain freedom through as- 
sassination. There is no glory in mur- 
der, there is no justice in it. Premier 
STOLYPIN’s recovery from his: wounds 
will be hoped for. He had already es- 
caped, miraculously as it seemed, an 
attempt on his life which surely did not 
leave him with a better feeling for the 
discontented. If he recovers, as is’ now 
hoped, he will doubtless resort to stern- 
er measures. He has exci admira- 
tion by his endurance and. self-control 
since he was shot, and he has -undoubt- 
edly won a larger share of the respect 
and confidence of the governing class. 
Meanwhile the outcome of the assas- 
sin’s deed most generally feared is a 
fresh, unreasoning assault on the poor 
Jews in South Russia.

* Figures will tell the story,’’ he said. 
“The entire yearly income from tariff du- 
tles ts about $326,000,000, which means 
$3.50 per capita. Let us suppose the Demo- 
crats reduced this by as much as one- 
fourth. They can hardly reduce it more, be- 
cause the country. needs the revenue. Then 
the change would net the consumer about 
87% cents per capita. Suppose they would 
make a still more change and reduce 
the tariff by one-half, thus cutting down the 
country’s revenue from this source in pro- 
portion. That would amount to the princely 
sum of $1.75 per capita. So in the question 
over which the Republicans and Democrats” 
have been so bitterly at war for so many 
years just: $1.75 per capita annually is fn- 
volved. That is, at the most. - Probably 
it would only be 80 cents. And in either 
case it will endanger the equilibrium .of 
our industries.’’ 


The first point of surprise is in the remark 
that‘the change (a reduction of excessive 
tariffs) “will endanger the equilibrium 
of our Industries.’”” What do Socialists 
think of that from a supposed enemy of 
our present industrial organization? And 
why is Mr. Berger so tender about ‘* the 
equilibrium of our industries’’? Perhaps 
the present kind of “ equilibrium” pro- 
duces the discontent that serves his cause 
so well. Or is he really concerned about 
the “ equilibrium ’’ and fears to upset it? 

But, apart from the “equilibrium” 
question which so concerns Mr. Berger, 
his idtas as to the actual cost of the 
tariff to the consumers of the country is | 
laughable. In the above statement he 
takes ve the amount of duties paid on 
imported goods in a year and divides this 
Sum up among the population. He fig- 
ures this tax as $3.50 per capita and then 
gravely argues that a reduction by the 
Democrats of one-fourth of this amount 
would net the consumer a saving’ of me of 
87% cents per capita. 

In all this talk Mr. Berger ignores the 
extra price added to the articles of do- 
mestic manufacture and consumption, 
which extra price is the direct result of 
the tariff on the imported articles of the 
same kind. This, as any schoolboy econo- 
mist knows, is where the “ protection” 
tax levy comes in, In the case o? manu- 
factures alone we produced in 1904 to the 
value of $15,000,000,000. The average rate

think. what the hearness to that wealth 
and what the possession of the’ keys— 
language, mathematics, history, which he 
cannot :give to another, ask of him. And 
to that view his parents, his teachérs, 
his friends, should: help. him. 

I do not mean to say that these ‘fields 
are reached oply through thése’ gate- 

guarded curricula. But these« are the 
best #vays that the experience and wis, 
dom of the people have, found. -And 
there is often a great social and eco- 
nomic loss when a. young man. turns 
aside- or throws away the keys he has 
been long-in making, or tries to fashion 
them to: other uses. If this is not. so, it 
is simply because the ‘higher. training 
does not embody our best -wisdom and 
follow our highest purpose, '.

York: City boy goes to college, (ysing 
that term, first, in its narrowest sense, 
and. then more~broadly, as the meral 
name for the institution of higher learn- 
ing,) where he goes, and for ;what sort 
of training. 

I-have- not been able in. the thme of the 
school vacations to Jearn. how. many boys 
are fitted for college in the private ahd 
parochial> preparatory schools. .Superin- 
tendent Stevens of the Department of 
Education has, however, most kindly fur- 
nished me with a statement concerning 
the numbers graduated from’ the public 
high schools of this city- which dre now 
with. the Preparatory Department: of the 
College of the City of New York, putting 
a secondary training within the reach of 
every. aspiring boy. The high schools 
have “had a remarkable growth in this 
city within the past few years. In 1900- 
1910 nearly sixteén thousand boys were 
in. attendance. ‘This ineluded the stu- 
dents in the manual training and com- 
mercial high schools as well. The grad- 
uates ih 1010 n red $76. There. were 
wnsend Harris Hall

Police Say the Man Arrested in East 
18th Street Had Just Set Off a Bomb: 
“In-a House a Block Away. -

Giovanni Rizzo of 217 First Avenue, a 
pale-faced Italian, 21- years old, was 
caught at 6 o'clock yesterday morning: in 
the. act of lighting the fuse of a bomb fm 
the hallway of the five-story tenement 
house at 356 Hast Thirteenth Street. Four 
detectives, under command Detective 
Charles Carrao, discovered Rizzo‘at work, 
and also found two witnesses who idénti- 
fied him as the man that was seen in 
the tenement at 314 Hast Twelfth Street, 
@ short time before that place. was 


wrecked by a bomb, four hours earlier in 4 la 


the morning. 


Rizzo looks harmless; Theré is noth-| ca) 


ing about him to indicate he is a danger- 
ous man, yet the police say he: is one 
ef the bést’-boémbmakers and explodere 
in the business. This is proved by the 
gkilk with which thé police alleged he 
placed the bomb in the Twelfth Street 
tenement. When that bomb exploded 
twenty detectives were at work in the vi- 
¢inity, among them the men who later 


captured Rizzo; yet. the man got away, | 


and would probably be at liberty yet had 
he been satisfied to call one bomb a 
night's work. \ 

The arrest was the first in three years 
of a man- caught in the act of reer

As they passed the house, 
however, Carrao looked hough the glass 
ia. the door, and saw the man ee | 
over something on the floor, Carrao an 
his companions watched the man and saw 
something sputter. 

As Carrao, Dondero, and _ Castano 
dashed into the hall, Botti and De Giulio 
came up, and all saw the man with the 
milk baskets run up the.stairs. Carruo 
took care of the bomb, and ordered the 
others to keep after the man. The bomb 
was in the rear of the hall, and the fuse 
was burning fast when Carrao stamped 
it out. Then, with danger of its explo- 
sion obviated, Carrao picked up the bomb 
and joined in the chase up the stairs. 

Dondero and Castano were at the heels 
of Rizzo, and shouted to him to halt. The 
Italian paid no attention to them, s0 
they fired their pistols into the air. At 
the third “floor Rizzo backed . into 
a corner and, despite the odds, fought des- 
perately. It required the combined 
strength of the’ detectives to overpower 
him. The tenants heard the shots, the

Between two and three inches 
of the fuse had burned away when Carrao 
stamped out the fire. The bomb was 
wound round with cord and waxed paper, 
and is believed to contain dynamite, but 
this will_not be known until it is exam- 
ined at the Bureau of Combustibles, The 
official who has this work in hand was 
not in. .town —— — so the examina- 
tion of the. bomb probably .will not be 
made before Monday.
